It is entitled "A 'Bill 
for the Relief of the I'eople of Indiana," 
Jn a preamble1 the nature of the reliol 
proposed ia explained. The people oi 
Indiana, the preamble says, are now 
laboring under the "grievous burdens 
of enormous interest charges madepos- 
bible by great scarcity of money, the 
diiect consequence of legislation favor- 
ing tin 1 credit-owning capitalist and hos- 
tile to thu wage-earner and producer, 
resulting in the enforced mortgaging 
of thf lands of the; people of Indiana 
to such an extent us threntena the loss 
of such hituls to their present owners 
and aeon pants 


'I lie bill provides that tho secretary 


of the the treasury shall issue §100,000,- 
000, in U-easuiy notes directly to the 
people of Indiana upou first iriortgage 
M'i'iiriLiL's upon any and nil real estate 
lying within, the state, to tho amount 
of unc-half tho cash value of lands, 
fixed by 1 lie board of lay commission- 
ers of Indiana, For this issue the gov- 
ernment is to receive a tax of C per 
cent, per year. 
Citizens to whom these 


treasuary notes shall be issued are to 
mortgage their lands to the govern- 
ment to secure a promissory note pay- 
able into the United Statea treasury in 
twenty years or sooner at the option of 
the mortgager. Tho amount of notes 
to be not more than two-thirds of the 
cash value of tho lands, For the fall- 
tire to pay the semi-annual tax or the 
principal when due, personal property 
may be levied on and, if this is not 
Miflieient to pay the amount, then the 
county auditor is directed to sell the 
properly at auction, or the lands may 
be rented by the government.

All 
orders on the oonnty treasurer for spar- 
rows killed in the months named will be 


THE JURY'S VEEPICT. 


Result of tho Inquest on the Body 


of the Dead Miuer. 


Lnst eveoimj at the Perl & Brintlicger 


undertaking rooms Coroner Bendnre 
concluded the inquest on the body of 
August Roshimski, who was found dead 
at tne bottom of tbe shiif b in the o.'d coal 
mine yesterday morning. Tho verdict 
was as follows: 


"We, the jury, * •" find that deceased 


came to his death by an accidental fall 
at the bottom of the old coal shaft of the 
Deoatur Coal Co , at some time between 
the hours of 3 bnJ 4:30 o'clock on the 
rooming of January 7, 1892, by which 
the neck of deceased was dislocated. 
The jury further flnds that from tha evi- 
dence heord, no blnuue whatever can be 
attached to the Coal Co. for the fatality." 
The verdict was signed by A. T. Griec, B. 
N. Adams, H. Boone, Johu Boserueyar, 
Wm, Conel and J. J. H, Young. 


The witnesses who testified before the 


jnry were James MoKmley, the stable 
boss, Jules Lefevre, Eudoiph KraeeeD, 
Louis Lidwitz tied Mark Iforsn, former 
superintendent of the mine. None of 
tha witnesses were with deceased at the 
tune o* the accident, and there was no 
witnesi of the fatality. Lefevre and 
his partner were the first to find 
Anguat 
dead. 
Mr. Lefevre testified 


that ha found August lying at the edge 
of the shaft, between a coal oar and the 
guide, his head hanging over in- the sump 
and bis feet and lees up. The cage he 
said was caught 28 feet above the bottom. 
Some coal bad fallen out of tbe car, the 
Forward wheels of which had gone off the- 
rails and dropped partly into the sump, 
He could not tell how tbe accident oc- 
curred. He moved the body, which at 
that time was warm and limber. Kressen 
and Louis Lidwitz work at ths top of 
tbe shaft. They take coal care off the 
cage and unload them, returning the 
empties to be sent bulow. Lidwitz testi- 
]ed that he heard tbe bell signal from 
below to hoist away and the signal was 
given to the engineer. Then the cage 
caught iu the shaft. Neither witness 
knew anything about the manner in 
which August met his death. Mark 
Moran testified as to the operation of 
-he machinery, and said : 


"My theory of this accident Is that tlm de- 
ceased tan hl9 car on the cage :uid rang the 
:aye awav bdlore lie had put up tho guard, Tho 
a^-e starting up, the car rau back and off oil the 
lack, suiking the man nntl causing hiy deiah. 
1 he men tit the top suy that ha raDK the bell, if 
u- did tbat he must liAve thought Ituu he was 
all right, 'lira BUnru was broken nt the cud

Tiie success attendiog the beet »ugar 


ndnetrT in Nebraska and California has 
ed to some inquiry as to the adaptability 
of Illinois laud for sugar beet produo- 
tion, The following statement of Mr. 
3iiheh, of Nebraska, ou this point, pnb- 
lalied in the Obioago Tribune, will ba of 
.uterest to our people: 


Mr. E. Salioh of Norfolk, Neb., is in 


Chicago with a view to interesting cap- 
tahsts in the manufacture of beet sugar. 
3a has constructed and put in opera- 
tion the first two beet sugar refineries m 
America, located at Norfolk and Grand 
Inland, Neb, Mr. Salieh gives some in- 
ereating figures about tli& raising and 
converting ot tho sugar beet. 


"The United Slates to-day imports 


ninety per cent, ot the sugar consumed 
within its border," siucl he. "Such a con- 
dition cannot exist long, as our farmers 
nrp lonniii g that tli»re is no more profit- 
able industiy than beet raising, partion- 
ularly in the light ot the fact that 
ibningli the McKinley bill the govern- 
ment pays two cents bounty on every 
pound of Bngar raised in America. The 
drpt factory built in America ia located 
at Grand island, Neb., and w«s put in 
operation iu 1890. A Bocond factory at 
Norfolk followed ft year later. Now let 
me give t»u idea of the profit in an acre 
of beets. 


BEETCETLTIVATrOX VflBr PBOFITAI1LB. 
"An acre of ground will produce on an 


average 3,000 poiiedsof sugar, which sell* 
lor from four to four and one-half cente, 
which udded to the bounty, gives (taking 
value at four cente, tbe lowest price) six 
cents per pound, 821C per acre. The cost 
of seeding, cultivating and grinding this 
IB 8120, leaving 89C, 
Allow 820 for in- 


terest on investment and there is 876 per 
acre for the manufacturer. 
The farmer 


geta from 330 to 840 per acre for bis raw 
material, as an acre produces from 15 to 
25 tons of beets at 34 per ton, leaving a 
liberal margin for labor and seeding. In 
other words, there is three or four times 
as much money in beets as there is in 
wheat or corn, 


"The climate of tbe Central States is 


especially well adapted to beet growing. 
The Illinois valley I consider aa a fine 
country for this purpose, also lows, Ne- 
braska, Indiana an J all that tier of states.
